One 'he cMef reasons why Wonrwcn^ i-.pen able to achieve 
its lofty purpose lies in the fact that the Academy has been under one 
continuous edminiitra[Kon i!rie* Hi founding. For nearly three-scene yaer*» 
Colonel Sandford S*le(t WAS president of Wentworth. He en^iiyw) OM 
of the most enviable records in the history ol American education. 

Tho Academy was fcundod by Stephen G. Wentworth, scion of a 
distinguished English family and a prominent Lexington baniier, in 18^, 
at a memonel to kit deceased ton, Wifliem Wentworth. Mr. Wentworth 
immediately vested control of the institution in the hands of a board of 
trustees composed of a duly elected representative of each of the 
Evangelical churches of Lexington, end e president. Colonel Sellers was 
called to the new school in its first year end remained as its active head

It was the firm conviction of the founder, his board of trustees and 
f resident Sellers that a military boordiag school provides the most effec- 
tive poeiible means for giving young men the thorough mental, moral 
and physical training necessary to develop In them the highest traits of 
manhood.

DEPARTMENT 



The tchoUiitic department is divided 
into two separate and distinct uniti; 
the high school, which offen four years 
of preparatory work, and the iunior 
colleqo, which offer* two years of lib- 
eral arts and xience. Each has iti own 
organization leparata from the other. Both dlviiions 
are fully accredited by the North Central A$iQd»- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools, an organos* 
fion compoted of the leading collegas end prepara- 
tory schools in twenty states. This recognition means 
that graduates of either deoarhnent are eligible to 
enter any institutiofi in the United States tliot r«9eiv«s 

It it our aim to see that each cadet masters every 

lesson thoroughly. To flccnrnpli^h t^-.is, every student 
is taught correct study mettiods and thoroughly 
schooled in correct uSes of libraries and l^ratoriei. 
Classes arc small, averaging from 8 Jo 15 students, 
which permits individual attention. Most of the faculty 
members live in the buildings with students. Th«v ere 
readily accessible for special help. From time to time 
a personal study is mode of each cadet to determine 
his polnti of %iN»al(n«t and help him oywtonm tham.
